MAJ. KURT L. HOCH 


Executive Officer 


Major Kurt L. Hoch, BLT 1/2’s Executive Offi- 
cer, was in college when World War II broke out. 
Like many other young men at that time, he too vol- 
unteered for military service, by enlisting in the 
Marine Corps in 1942, Boot Camp at Paris Island, 
South Carolina came next, and through the V—12 
program, an Officer Selection process of World War 
I], Major Hoch went to Quantico where he received a 
commission as a Second Lieutenant in 1944,

He was 
Battalion S—3 there also. Hawaii called in 1955 
when the Major went with the Fourth Marines to Ha- 
waii as Asst. Regimental S—3. At this time the First 
Marine Brigade was just being formed in Hawaii. 

Back in the States at the end of 1955, Major 
Hoch became Officer in Charge of the Marine Re- 
cruiting Station, Boston, Massachusetts. He served 
in this capacity until 1958, when he was sent back 
to his Alma Mater, Hamilton College in Clinton, New 
York. Back on campus through the Marine Corps 
College Degree Program, Major Hoch completed re- 
quirements for his BA Degree and graduated in Jan- 
vary of 1959.

Sergeant Major 


The ranking enlisted man in BLT 1/2, Sergeant 
Major Stanley A. Glogowsky, is one of the Battal- 
ion’s finest examples of the “Old Breed”. 


Sgt/Maj. Glogowsky first entered the Marine 
Corps in 1940 and has served with them since that 
date. Shortly after enlisting, he was sent to Guan- 
tanamo Bay, Cuba.

At Porto Scudo, Sardinia, the Landing Force test-fired all its weapons. From the Rifleman with 
the M-14 to the 8” self-propelled howitzer crew, all the BLT’s personnel became more proficient in the 
use of their particular weapons. 


Also, large-scale firing exercises with supporting naval air and warships were conducted, welding 
the Landing Force and other Sixth Fleet units into a group well prepared for any eventuality.

It is actually a combination of all these things. On a LANFORMED deployment, you 
work hard, and play hard too.
